STEEL DEAL ANGER 


Roosevelt Foresaw Coming 
Censure at Time He Gave 


His Approval of Tennes- 
see Stock Purchase, 


READ HIS DUTY CLEAR. 


Despite Conviction Foes Would 
Impugn Motive, He Helped 
in Plan to Save Na- 
tion in Crisis.

Washington, D. C., Jan 18.—[Special. }— 
President Roosevelt often has been accused 
of acting so hastily as to do inqust ice to inno- 
cent people, whose cases were not given prop- 
er consideration before summary action was 
taken, He often does do things upon impulse. 
Nevertheless the president at times is en- 
@owed with capacity for foresight which 
oftem is little less than the gift of prophecy 
itself. 

This particularly was true in the case of 
the absorption of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron company by the United States Steel 
corporation. It is a fact that before enter- 
ing upon that transaction President Roose- 
velt predicted to those who were concerned 
exactly what has happened. Nevertheless 
he went into the affair with his eyes open to 
the fact that there would be future criticism. 

He did what he did at the time when he 
did it because he believed his action was 
necessary to prevent a financial catastrophe. 
He assumed the responsibility then which he 
never since has sought to evade, and only 
since criticism came has his prophecy been 
remembered. 


When Panic Held Nation in Grasp. 

During the first week of November, 1907, 
the country was in the midst of a 

panne which threatened to sweep everything 
before it. Strong banks had gone to the wall 
and others weretottering. Men who had had 
the reputation of financial wizards, like 
Heinze and Morse, dragged down stronger 
men with them. Capital took alarm and 
money could not be had at any price. The 
banks of the country practically suspended 
speci¢ payments and resorted to the use of 
clearing house ctértificates and similar devices 
te take the place of cash. No one knew where 
the thing would stop or how many good men 
and banks would be involved in the crash. 

In the emergency the government did 
everything it could to restore confidence and 
to increase the supply of money. The treas- 
ury balance was depleted to the last degree 
of safety so that money might be deposited

Virginia Roads Not the Best. 

Mounting his rider and jumper Roswell 
in front of the White house door at 8:30 
o'clock this morning, he dismounted at the 
same place at 8:40 o'clock tonight: The 
journey was to Warrenton, Va., and beck. 

“And Virginia roads in the winter time,” 
said the president, are not usually in the 
best condition.” 

With the president were Dr. Rixey, sur- 
geon. general of the navy; Dr. Carey Grayson, 
and Capt. Archibald Butt, one of the presi- 
dent’s aids. : 

On the return trip the last thirty miles of 
the journey were made in sleet and rain, while 
the last fifteen miles were in almost pitch 
darkness. Arriving at the aqueduct bridge 
across the Potomac, the president refused to 
take the carriage which was waiting there 
for him. When he disthounted, his coat and 
hat were frozen stiff with sleet and ice. 


Four Relays of Horses. 

There were four relays of horses, the first 
stage of the journey out and the last in be- 
ing made by the president on Roswell; the 
second out and the third in being on Georgia, 
while the other two were on army horses 
which the president never before had

Arriving at the latter place about 11 o'clock, 
where the president's coming had been her- 
alded an hour or so before his arrival, he 
was greeted by a gathering of citizens and

Fails to Show Fatigue, 

The members of the party took luncheon at 
the hotel. When they started to return, after 
a short rest, the master of the hunt of the 
Warrenton Hunt club accompanied them for 
a few miles. 

In less than an hour after returning to the 
White house the president had changed his 
ice coated clothing for evening dress and ap- 
peared in the dining room, ready for as hearty 
a meal as he has eaten for a long time. 

If any of the critics of hie “army riding 
order had dropped in about that time they 
would have been sadly disappointed, for the 
president did not show in the least by his 
mahner that he had been sitting for nearly 
seventeen hours in a hard saddle.

NO CREDITS FOR TEACHERS. 


Courses Held to Be Inadequate to Meet | 
Education Board’s Demands. 


The Chicago Art institute was recommend- 
ed to be dropped yesterday from the list of 
institutions whose work is accepted by the 
board of education for teachers’ promotional 


credits. 

The action was taken in the afternoon by 
E. G. Cooley, superintendent of schools, and 
Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, principal of the Chi- 
cago Normal school. In the evening the two 
officials presented to the school board a 
detailed report giving their reasons for the 
step. 

The report is the result of a long series 
of investigations and conferences with Art 
institute officials carried on by a special com- 
mittee composed of Agnes M. Hardinge, di- 
rector of the normal extension department; 
Charles D. Lowry and Ella C. Sullivan, dia- 
trict superintendents; and Charles P. Megan, 
assistant superintendent. 

The state of affairs discovered by this body 
is summarized by Mr. Cooley and * Young 


Courses which should occupy six nhs oom- 
pleted at the institute in two weeks—some even 
in a single week. Some of the students com- 
pleted five courses in six weeks. 

Students of the institute placed in charge of 
classes for teachers. 

Supervision of work by Art institute faculty 
entirely inadequate. Out of 1,300 school teach- 
drs not one failed to receive full credits. 

Oredit given for number of hours spent, irre- 
spective of quality of work. 

Same course taken over and over, additional 
credits being given each time. 


Blank Looks Greet Report. 

Supt. Cooley’s report came on the school 
trustees like a thunderbolt. President 
Schneider, Trustee’ Sonsteby, and several 
others are members of the Art institute, and 


would have been funny if the whole thing had 
not been so serious. 

Mr. Sonsteby moved that the report be re- 
ferred to the school management committee, 
but Mr. Robinson held a different opinion. 

Thie matter is of enough moment to be 
made a matter of special investigation,” he 
said. “I move that a committee of three be 
appointed to investigate. 

Mr. Post urged that this be increased to 
five, and the president appointed Trustees 
Urion, Kohn, Spiegel, Blackwood, and 
Greifenhagen. 

Mr. Post then arose again and looked 
around blankly. 

“I move,” he said, “ inasmuch as this ap- 
pears to be a serious attack on a public ineti- 
tution of high standing, that this committee 
be instructed to make a thorough investiga-

Easy to Odtain Credits. 

By way of indicating the ease with which 
promotional credits have been: obtained at 
the Art instkute, Mr. Cooley and Mrs. Young 
indicate that from April, 1908, to October, 
1008, the number of teachers reporting cred- 
ite from the institute was 1.313. The number 
from all other sources, including the regular- 
ly authorized: normal extension department, 
was 

In part the joint report says:

for the promotion of teachers the rules 
of the board of education were not ot euch a 


plaints. The committee held several meet- 
ings, including a meeting by appointment 
with Mr. French, director of the Art Insti- 
tute; Mr. Holmes, the register of the echool; 
and Miss Buckley, head of the teachere’ de- 
partment at the Art institute. A copy ofthe 
committee’s report is appended hereto, It 
establishes conclusively the trutth of the 
complaints made against the work of these 
classes. 
Courses Completed Quickly. 

While each unit course in the normal ex- 
tension department lasts through six months, 
many unit courses at the Art institute were 
completed in two weeks, and some in a single 
week; and some of the students at the Art 
institute completed five credits in six weeks. 

“The report of the committee shows that 
the regular staff of the Art institute was 
totally unable to handle the numbers of 
public school teachers who applied, and that 
after exhausting ali the resources of the 
Art institute in the way of regular instruct- 
ors the management of the Art institute 
placed students in charge of classes for 
teachers, 

President Hutchinson Explains. 

“The Art institute never has been con- 
ducted along the same lines of discipline and 
study as the public schools and colleges,’’ said 
Charles L. Hutchinson, president of the Art 
institute. Supt. Cooley is entitled to his own 
opinion concerning the character of work 
done by the institute. The art school is not 
@ public school, the requirements are not the 
game, and therefore there can be no con- 


demnation against one because its work does 


not conform to the standards of the other.“ 

Martin A. Ryerson said he did not care to 
discuss Supt. Cooley’s position until he could 
read the complete report. 

Director W. M. R. French of the Art in- 
stitute said his institution was not in any 
way dependent on the school board or the 
teachers. 

“Any action taken by Supt. Cooley and the 
board is not a matter of much concern tothe 


Art inetitute,” he concluded. 


Tentative Budget Presented. 

A tentative budget for the tax levy of 1900 
was presented by the finance committee. A 
total of $17,848,100 is provided for, distributed 
as follows: For building purposes, $4,160,000; 
for educational purposes, $18,676,000; for in- 
debtedness account, §7,100.

Mies Addams Talks of Affair. 

Miss Addams last evening gave the follow- 
ing as what she knew of the affair: 

“1 received a letter from a lawyer in De- 
troit saying that Louis Satt had given me as 
a reference to whom he should apply for a 
testimonial of character for the boy. As I 
dia not know Louis I wrote to Hilda, whom I 
have known well for years, and turned the 
whole thing over to her. 

„ She did not tell me how she replied to the 
letter, but if she refused him aid I don’t doubt 
she was right. I know that the boy has 
served in the bridewell here. I know that she 
has helped him out of difficulties before, but 
I dia not feel that I could conscientiously do 
anything for him. It is true that Mise Satt 
got most of her education through me, but 
she is not connected with Hull bouse now, 
but is teaching in the Hebrew institute. I 
do not feel that Hull house or ite teachings 
ought to be brought into the question,” _ 

It was reported at Hull house that Miss 
gatt had gone to Detroit to help her brother, 
but Joseppa Batt, the youngest of the three 
children, denied that she hed done anything 
of the kind, although she could not be found 
here.

Pass Tennessee Dry Measure. 

Nashville, Tenn., Jan. 13.—The state wide 
prohibition bill passed the lower house of the 
general assembly today. The vote was 62 
to 36. Twenty-two Republicans voted for and 
one againat. 

The measure is the one favorably acted on 
yesterday by the senate, and now goes to 
Gov. Patterson. He is expected to veto it, but 
a bare majority may pass a bill over the 
executive's head. He is allowed to hold a 
bill fivedays. If at the expiration of this time 
it has not been returned to the assembly it 
becomes a law without his signature. The 
bill provides that prohibition become effective 
July 1, 1908. 

The battle attending the passage of the bill 
was probably the fiercest ever known in the 
Tennessee house of representatives. For 
almost five hours it was waged, the local 
option or administration forces contesting 
every inch of the ground. Amendment after 
amendment was presented and promptly 
voted down by about the same majority as 
that given the bill on final passage.

Will File New Rates. 

The new rates by which the Chicago rates 
will be equalized with the other gateways 
will be filed with the interstate commerce 
commission and put into effect as soon as 
they can be checked in by the tariff depart- 
ments of the roads interested. 

By securing this agreement the Chicago 
grain interests have won a most important 
victory which will mean a great increase in 
the business passing through this market 
and a saving of thousands of dollars annual- 
ly in freight charges. 

The southeastern market for grain has in-

Three Crews of Rescuers Continue Work

Bluefield, W. Va., Jan. 13.—A total of thir- 
ve bodies have been taken from the ill 
fated mine at Lick Branch. Three reecue 
crews of forty men each, led by State Mine 
Inspectors Grady, Nicholson, and. Warner, 
are at work. The men in these crews report 
the most ghastly sights within the torn and 
fireswept corridors and workings of the mine, 
where bodies are found mangled and muti- 
lated beyond identification. 

It is difficult, they declare, to distinguish 
between white and black because they are so 
frightfully burned.

The et American war vessel to visit 
Turkey and display the flag of the United 
States before the ancient city of Con- 
stantinople was the frigate George Wash- 
ington, Capt. Bainbridge commander. 
That was in 1800. But there was no 
honor in the @rcumstance. He entered 
the Golden Horn as the servant of the dey 
of Algiers, to whom he had carried the 
annual tribute from the United States. 
The dey told him “that Americans were 
his slaves, because they paid him tribute. 
So. Bainbridge carried an Algerine am- 
bassador and presents to the suitan, after 
futile protest, rather than risk the conse- 
quences of immediate reopening of pirat- 
ical hostilities threatened by the Med- 
iterranean chieftain. 

The Turkish Officers never had heard of 
the United States. But when they 
learned that it was in the land discov- 
ered by Oolumbus they received the eom- 
mander with great courtesy. The sultan 
admired the flag. He found an omen of 
future friendship of -the two natiogs in 
the use of the stars by one and the cres- 
cent by the other, as if that fact indi- 
cated a certain similarity in institutions. 
But. Bainbridge showed his true feeling 
when he reported to the navy depart- 
ment: “I hope that I shall never again 
be sent to*Algiers with tribute, unless I 
am authorized to deliver it from the 
mouth of our cannon.”

Lady Miles was equally unfortunate with 
her money. Her husband, Sir Philip Miles, 
died in 1888, and she was not on particularly 
geod terms with bis successor, hér only son, 
Cecil, nor yet with the latter’s young wife, 
while she was still more estranged from her 
husband's younger brother, Sir Henry Miles, 
the present baromet and owner of Leigh 
coum, and experienced difficulty in obtain- 
ing amything from the family, property. 
Moreover, she lost a quantity of money 
through foolish speculations with London 
bucket shop brokers of the name of Lowen- 
feld, Hamecy & Clark, ber transactions with 
them being subsequently aired in the courts, 

Lady Miles was the daughter of that Sir 
Boyle Roche who was so famous for his bulls 
in the house of commons, and I dare say that 
some of my readers may recall the important 
role which che played in the sensational d- 
vorce case of the late Lord and Lady Colin 
Campbell, in which the late duke of Mari- 
borough and several other well known men 
figured as corespondents.

Relations between King Ferdinand and the 
Russian government are so much 
just at present that it looks much as if, in 
the event of the predicted war, Bulgaria will 
be found siding with Austria and agains 
Russia, It seems that on the celebration of 
the Muscovite emperor’s names day the cus- 
tomary religious service in his behalf took 
place in the Russian legation chapel at Sofia, 
being solemnized by a Bulgarian prelate. 
The Russian envoy declined to permit the 
ecclesiastic, however, to recite the custem- 
ary liturgical prayer for King Ferdinand, on 
the groubd that it would constitute a recog- 
nition by the Russian legation of Ferdinand's 
newly adopted titie of king, which the govern- 
ment at St. Petersburg thus far has declined 
to recognize. 4 

While Ferdinand is not particularly popu- 
lar among his people they are indignant at 
the affront to which their sovereign has been 
subjected by the Russian legation. The offi- 
clating Bulgarian prelate has been summoned 
to appear before the Bulgarian synod, which

7 giving an account of Chicago Irishmen’s 
memories of the wind” in Ireland. 
What's the matter with Chicago, anyway?

Or are the old fellows afraid personal 
reminiscence of that tatetul night will give 
them away? 

I remember Little Chrisimes night, 1839, 
vividly. 1 was within a few days of 6 years. 
as I was born on Jan. 20, 1833: The day 
started murky—mild and not a breath of 
air. The wind began to biow, or rather 
etruck the Irish coast about 7 o’clock and 
continue with unabated fury until near 
morning. It was undoubtedly an electric 
wind storm, but bore about the same rela- 
tion to one of our American cyclones that 
a baby’s cry does to the roar of a lion. 

The best idea of the strength and fury of the 
wind is in the case of the Dublin steamer 
which started for London that evening. A 
coal heavers’ strike on the London doeks 
(Yes, there were strikes even in those days) 
caused the Dublin steamer to provide enough 
coal for the return trip. When ot à little 
ways it had to breast the storm, and morning 
found it only twenty miles out withits whole 
stock of coal almost burned. 

I do not think there was much loss of life; 
not any at all in our vicinity. Some houses 
were unroofed, and no haggard escaped the 
destruction of its stacks. It wasa night of 
terror, and can never be forgotten by those 
who went through it.

HEARS BUSSE PROGRAM, 


William J. Calhoun Urges Busi- 
ness Men to Raise Big Fund 
for Celebration. 


Plans of Mayor Busse’s committee of 100 
for the Lincoln centennial bration were 
unfolded at a meeting of the ways and means 
committee of the Chicago Agsociation of 
Commerce, held in the dining room of the 
Great Northern hotel yesterday. 

William J. Calhoun, who heads the mayor's. 
committee, in an address to 400 members 
of the association, declared that this year's 
celebration would be largely educational. ~ 

„Our plans include indoor demonstrations 
im schools and churches and armories in va- 
yious parts of the eity,“ he sald. “On ac- 
count of the severe weather it would be im- 
possible to hold such outdoor demonstrations 

* as we would wish.” | 

An appeal to the business men of the city 
to furnish the necessar? funds to carry out 
the plans of the committee and aid in the 
work of arousing enthusiasni'on Lincoln's 
birthday was made by Mr. Calhoun. 

He estimated that the cost of programa, 
rents, and entertaining certain visiting speak- 
ere would be nearly $40.000. This sum. he 
gaid, it was up to the business men to raise. 

Officials of the association later announced 
they would take an active part in raising this 
morey. 

Lincoln Sentiment Growing. 

“There is a large and growing movement 
in this country,” asserted Mr. Calhoun, 
“expressive of the affection and esteem in 
which our people hold the martyred presi- 
dent and indicative largely of a desire to 
demonstrate their appreciation of his great- 
ness. 

“Then there is again that large tide of 

migration that flows steadily and con- 
tinually in this country. There are the 
thousands of fathers, mothers, children, all 
of foreign birth, to whom America means 
liberty, in the truest sense of that word, and 
nothing else. 

“To them the Stars and Stripes aré em- 
blematic of little. Great men of the past in 
our history, seldom much more to them. 
Such celebrations as Lincoln day celebra- 
tions inject a bit of patriotic enthusiasm such 
as they should have. It makes them want 
to be Americans and not merely inhabitants 
of America. 


Celebrate in Auditorium. 

The largest of the celebrations on Feb. 
12 will take place at the Auditortum theater 
during the morning, when ‘the speakers will 
include Woodrow Wilson, president of 
Princeton university; E. E. Sparks, president 
of the University of Pennsylvania, and Dr. 
Emil G. Hirsch, pastor of Sinai temple. 

In all of the schools meetings will be held 
and speakers will be furnished. On the 
north, west, and south sides the @rmories 
used by the militia have been pressed into 
service. 

Thursday evening, Feb. 11, has deen de- 
cided upon by the Llinois State Historical 
society as the date when the members of 
the society will hold their Lincoffi reception 
at Springfield. It will be held in the His- 
torical Library rooms. ' 


Starr Praises the Chinaman. 

Prof. Frederick Starr of the University of 
Ohicago spoke to the business men of con- 
ditions relating to business and finance which 
the head of the department of anthropology 
of the Midway institution found during a 
recent visit to Chima. 

There were several things Prof. Starr sald 
about the business integrity of the Chinaman 
that drew rounds of applause from the esso- 
clation members. 

“I found during my trip that the Chinese 
were diplomatic to an extreme degree and 
honest,” he said. “ The Chinaman ordinarily 
fs a big, strong, vigorous man and his inter- 
marriage into any race of women in the 
world produces strong, useful, aggressive, 
and good children. 

“Chinamen are probably the greatest finan- 
clers in the world. If you want Chinese trade 
you must go after it.”
